Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  - iU , 

. I-  have  the'  honoun  to  present^  . to  you^.the'  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Eston  Urban  District  for  the  year 
19U4  which  is  the  tenth  annual  report  I have  had  the  pleasure  of 
submitting  to  you.  As  a war-tirae  measure  the  Report  is  again  in 
the  alibreviated  form  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health's  circular  on  the  Annual  Report  of  the  B'^edical  Officer  of 
Health  . 

I have  made  such  comments  as  I consider  necessary 
in  the  Report  itself.  There  are,’  however,'  two  points  which  call 
for  special  comment,  'firstly  it  is  gratifying  td  "'record  that  there 
has  been  a decrease  both  in  the  deaths  fon  Tuberculosis  and  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  of  that  disease  notified,  Rar'-timc  conditions 
tend  to  favour  the  increase  of  Tuberculosis  and  it  may  be  that  this 
is  but  a temporary  improvement,  but  even  a temporary  improvement 
is  a matter  for  satisfaction.  Secondly  there  has  been  a'  decided  fall 
in  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  which  is  generally  regarded  as  a 
useful  indication  of  the  well  being  of  a district.  The  majority  of 
these  infant  de'ths  are  still  due  to  causes  associated  with  ante-natal 
factors  and  with  the  nature  of  the  confinement  so  that  despite  the 
general  improvement  there  is  still  need  to  urge  for  increased 
ante-natal  supervision  of  the  expectant  mothers  and  for  increased 
facilities  for  the  conduct  of  confinements  in  maternity  homes, 

I wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  Members 
of  the  Council  in  general,  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee  in  particular,  for  the  support  they  have  given  me  during 
the  year.  I also  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  of  the  Staff  of  the 

Council  for  their  ready  help  at  all  times,  to  the  Matron  and  Staff 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  high  standard  of  their  work  and 
to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  loyal 
co-operation,

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Despite  another  year  of  war  with,  its  strains, 
anxieties  and  restrictions  one  mus,-^  again  record  that  the 
general  health  of  the  community  as  a whole  remains  good. 
This  is  again  particularly  noticeable  in  the  children 
attending  school.  In  the  infants  attending  tho  Walfaro 
Centres  ajnft,  it  is  no  less  noticeable  in  .those  children 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  '^There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  at  least  from  the  pureljr  physical ^point  of  view  the 
children  of  today  are  getting  a better  start  in  life  than 
did  those  children  of  the  depression  years.  This  is  not 
■entirely  my  own  view  as  it  is  shared  by  many  of  the  Head- 
teachers with  whom  I have  from  i time j to  time  discussed  this 
point.  The  nursing  mothers  too,  are  in  my  own  view, 
enjoying  this  improvement  and  as  the  vast  majority  of  all 
nursing  mothers  attend  the  Welfare  Centres  I have  been,  in  a 
position  to  note  this  very  gratifying  improvement  in  their 
general  well-being.  The  two  factors  mainly  responsible  for 
this  are^  (1)  the  general  improved  financial  conditions  in 
the  Area,  (2)  the  provision' of  milk  and  meals  in  the  schools. 
It 'is  to  be  hoped  that  the  improved -economic  conditions  will 
be  maintained  and  that  the  provision  of -school  meals  will  be 

extended  to  include  all  children,  attending.

’’During  the  first  six  months  the  Brigade’s  Ambulance 
323  patients  and  travelled  4163  miles.  At  the  end  of 
oUxie  the  Brigade  decided  to  withdraw  their  Ambulance  from  Service 
for  repairs  and  general  overhaul.  Unfortunately  owing  to  war 
conditions  these  repairs  have  not  yet  been  completed  so  that 
for  the  latter  half  of  the  year  this  w’ork  had  to  be  carried 
out  by  Civil  Defence  Ambulances,  These  Ambulances  conveyed

Scarlet  Fever  "both 
showed  a reduction  hut  this  reduction, .was  so  small  as  ’to  he 
of . little ; signifibance«  A pleasing  feature  to  record  is  the 
reduction  in  the  cases  of  Whooping  Gough  there  being  16 
cases  in  1944  as  compared  with  67  in  1943*  Whooping  Cough

can  he  and  often  is  a very  serious  illness  in  young  children. 
Measles  too  showed  a gratifying  decline  for  the  year  under 
review  there  being  less  than  half  the  number  of  cases  than  in  . 
the  previous  year.  Measles  is  however  a periodic  disease 
regularly?’  increasing  and  decreasing  in  numbers  from  year  to 

year  and  its  incidence  is  quite  unaffected  by  ordinary

D IPHTHER lA  IMMUN I SAT I ON . 

I have  obtained  from  the  Health  Visitors  reports  on  the 
position  as  regards  Immunisation  as  at  31st  December,  1944* 

This  includes  both  children  under  school  age-  and  those 
attending  school. 

Prom  the  figures  received,  there  were  at  the  end  of  the 
year  498?  children  on  the  school  register  of  whom  4643  i«e 
93%  had  been  immunised.  There  are  2248  children  under  5 years 
(this  excludes  642  children  under  1 year  to  whom  immunisation 
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is  not  offered)  and  of  these  1572,  i*e.  70%  had  heen 
immunised.  So  that,  taking  the  grand  totals  for  the 
district,  the  position  is  that  at  the  end  of  1944  we  have 
endeavoured  to  have  immunised  7235.  children  from  1-15  years 
and  of  these  6215,  i.e.  85*9^  have  "been  immunised. 

InM.O.H.  Circular  170/44  (4-12.44)  it  is  stated  that 
at  the  end  of  1943  56/  of  the  population  under  15  years  were 
immunised  hut  to  secure  the  results  hoped  for  75%  should  he 
immunised.  Prom  that  point  of  view  the  figures  I have  just 
given  arc  satisfactory,  hut  it  cannot  he  overlooked  that  there 
are  at  least  1000  children  in  this.  District  who  have  not  heen 
immunised.  Unfortunately  it  is  the  children  under  school  age 
who  are  in  the  worst  position  and  it  is  in  this  age  group  that 
the  disease  is  most  deadly.

The  restricted 
supplies  of  labour  and  materials  have  continually  held  up 
repairs  and  improvements  v/hich  were  most  desirable  and  necessary 
with  the  Result  that  there  is  now  a considerable  amount  of  work 
awaiting  the  return  of  workmen  and.  the  de- restriction  and  more 
ample  supplies  of  building  materials.

Prom  the  tabulated  records  contained  in  the 
report  it  will  be  appreciated  that  inspections,  and  the  work 
of  the  various  branches  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors

WATER. 

There  were  no  nev^^sburcearof  public  w^^-ter -supply 
or  extension  of  moins  during  the  year*  Two  saraples  of  water 
were  taken  from  emergency  water'tariks,'  one  in  April  and  one 
in  August,  In  each  case  the  tanks  had  been  filled  for  four 
months,  and  the  analyst's  observations  were  that  the  samples 
afforded  no  evidence  of  pollution,  that  the  water  was  of  a 
high  order  of.  organic  purity  and  of  good  and  wholesome  quality 
for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  "We  were  fortunate  in  not 
having  to  resort-^  to  the  use  of  "this  water  but  is  was  reassuring 
to  knpY'  that.,ha'^  the  need  arose  the  public  would  have  had  a 
reliable  water  available,  •" 

The  v/ater  supply  of  the’  Est'on  Urban  District  is 
received,,  from  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board.  ’ Being  upland 
surface  water  it.  is  naturally  of  a soft  nature,  ' There  was  no 
shortage  of  supplies  during  the  year.  It  may  be  of  interest 
to  your  Council , to  know  that  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board’s 
catchment  area  covers  approximately  30,000  acres,  their 
impounding  reservoirs  have  a capacity  of  approximately 
2655  million  gallons  and  a re ■ situated  between  925  ^nd  1,000 
feet  above  prdnanc©  datum,  Wr=»ter  samples  are  taken  for 
analysis  regularly  in  the-'Distric t by  the  Board. 

D RA I NA GE  , SmER A GE . 

No,  extension  of  thP  sewerage  system  was  made  during 
the  year,  generally  speaking  the  method  of  sewage  disposal 
is  by  emptying , into  the  River  Tees  v;ithin  tidal  flow.  Two  small 
housing  estates  have  their  own  eawaga  plants,  one  of  these  is 
in  good  condition  and  efficient,  the  other  needs  reconstruction 
and  complaints  were  received  regarding  its  efficiency.  The 
matter  was  reported  to  the,  .appropriate  committee  of  your 
Council  and  the  Surveyor  had  the  matter  in  hand  when  the  year 
closed.

an'i:  the  streams,  which. are  small  and  mostly  rising  on  the 
higher  ground  of  the  hills  caused  no  flooding  or  cause  for 
complaint, 

CLOSIT  ACCOMITODATION, 

It  is  now  twenty  one  years  since  the  general 
conversion  from  pail  closets  to  water  closets  was  carried  out. 

The  scheme' ^/as  financed  by  the  raising  of  a loan  of  approximately 
£30,000  for  a thirty  years  period,  about  £13,000  of  which  is  still 
to  be  repaid. 

Between  the  years  1921  and  1925  there  were  U, 500 
conversions  of  pail  closets  to  flush  water  closets,  an  additional 
U5  could  not  be  converted  on  account  of  insufficient  drainage 
and  a,  further  17  were  not  converted  for  other  reasons. 

The  only  pail  closets  in  the  District  at  the 
present  timO  are  North  Lackenby  houses  and  a small  number 
situated  at  farms  and  other  places  where  drainage  is  not  available, 
H^BLIC  CLEAITSINO  AND  SALVAOE,  • 

There  was  no  change  of  policy  worthy  of  note  and 
there  was  practically  no  complaint  of  neglect  in  connection  with 
the  regular  collection  of  household  refuse*  Refuse  collection 

, M > 

costs  continued  to  rise  owing  to  the  increase  .of  wages  and  extra 
work  entailed  by  the  erection  of  communal  air  raid  shelters  in 
the  back  streets.  It  is  hoped  that  as  soon  as  possible  these 
shelters  will  be  dismantled  and  thereby  facilitate  reduced  costs 
and  improved  cleaning  of  the  streets  and  collection  of  the 
refuse,  Four  motor  refuse  collecting  vans  and  24  men  are 
continually  employed  on  this  work  and  salvage, 

■ Each  of  the  refuse  collecting  vehicles  is 
provided  with  a traiiler  used  to  carry  salvage  which,  produced 
an  income  by  sales  of  £1474  during  the  financial  year.

All  meat  (Home  Killed  and  Frozen)  supplies 
in  this  Area  are  received  from  the  adjoining  County  Borough  and 
allocated  to  the  butchers  from  a Distributing  Depot,  Regular 
visits  afe  made  to  the  depot  when  the  meat  is  being  recei'yed 
or  allocated.  The.  fresh  killed  meat  is  inspected  at  the 
In  the  Borvjugh^s  Pliblic  Slaughterhouse  at  the  time  of  slaughter 
whilst  the  frozen  meat  is  inspected  at  the  wholesale  establishments. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  quantity 
of  meat  found  to  be  unfit  for  food^  is  very  small.

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  number  of  milk  producers  and  wholesalers 
did  not  vary  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  cowsheds  remained  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year  (14)  snd  the  number  of  cows  was  approxigiately  140. 
' 38  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds,  dairies  and 
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milkshops  and  any  request  regarding  limewashing  and  cleansing 
was  attended  to  without  undue  delay. 

In  view  of  the  Government’s  proposal  to  compel  all 
milk  to  be  heat  treated  before  sale  except  that  produced  by 
tuberculin  tested  herds  or  on  acredlted  farms,  enquiries  were 
being  made  by  the  milk  producers  regarding  the  County  Council’s 
requirements  necessary  to  obtain  an  accredited  licence.  One 
farmer  had  already  begun  alterations  to  his  premises,  when  the 
year  closed. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  registered 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  Two  dairies 
outside  the  District  hold  supplementary  licences  to  sell 
’’Pasteurised”  milk  in  the  Area, 

36  informal  samples  of  new  milk  wore  taken  for 
analysis  and  office  tested  all  of  which  proved  genuine.  The 
highest  fat  content  recorded  was  5.7'^  and  the  lowest  3*2'i  with 
an  average  for  the  36  samples  of  3#6'^  which  is  quite  a good  , 
average. 

All  the  samples  were  passed  through  cotton  wool 
filter  pads  to  ascertain  the  dirt  content  and  by  hydrometer  to 
ascertain  the  correct  specific  gravity  which  is  naturally 
disturbed  by  the  addition  of  water  or  extraction  of  fats.  Where 
necessary  the  attention  of  the  vendors  and  producers  was  drawn  to 
the  necessity  of  keeping  the  milk  clean  both  during  production  and 
distribution. 

Pour  samples  of  milk  supplied  to  school-children 
were  taken  at  the  schools  and  found  to  be  of  good  quality,  3*5^ 
being  the  average  fat  content. 
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
